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Council Sends. Strong Protest 


Concerning USDA Construction

At its November 25 regular 
meeting, the Greenbelt City 
Council approved sending a 
strongly worded letter to the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers protest- 
ing the U.S. Department of 
' Agriculture’s (USDA) actions re- 
garding construction of a head- 
quarters complex on Sunnyside 
Avenue. The city charges that 
construction work began prior to 
USDA’s even applying for a per- 
mit for the needed highway im- 
provements. 

The letter charges that the 
USDA’s actions in applying for a 
permit only for the site and the 
driveway to Sunnyside Avenue 
(without any of the needed im- 
provements to nearby roadways) 
constituted “piecemealing” and 
represents an “intentional misrep- 
resentation” of the environmental 
impact of the headquarters com- 
plex. Councilmember Judith 
Davis was absent due to illness. 

Speed Humps 

Formal action to retain the 
speed humps on Northway was 
deferred until the December 16 
regular council meeting at the re- 
quest of Sue Krofchik of 
Northway. She had complained 
that the title, “traffic calming,” at 
the previous week's worksession 
gave little hint that the humps 
would be discussed. She said 
that she had been waiting for a 
year for notice about when hear- 
ings on this subject would be 
held. Although some people were 
notified by city staff that the 
humps would be discussed at the 
traffic calming worksession, she 
said, others were not. 
McLaughlin said that the city had 


sent letters to those people who 
asked to be notified, but he 
agreed to notify all Northway 
residents that the topic will be on 
the next council agenda.

Vehicular Eyesores 

Greenbelt Homes, Inc, 
boardmember Dorothy Lauber 
asked council for its help in 
dealing with inoperable or barely 
operable vehicles. The board has 
been working to upgrade the ap- 
pearance of its property, but has 
been stymied in dealing with 
cars, frequently in very poor con- 
dition, that sit on city streets for 
extended periods of time. The 
problem is not limited to GHI, 
she noted. The board has con- 
cluded that-new city legislation is 
needed to provide the authority 
to deal with such vehicles. 

Council gave Lauber little 
hope, based upon past attempts 
to deal with similar problems. 
City Solicitor Robert Manzi said 
that it may be possible to pass 
laws prohibiting vehicles from 
parking for more than 24 hours 
without being moved. Other 


than that, there is probably little 
the city can do provided the ve- 
hicles have valid licenses. While 
vehicles must be “operable,” he 
said, it is difficult for an officer 
to determine that a parked vehicle 
is inoperable unless it is wrecked 
or the engine is gone. 

Another option would be a 
parking district, which would 
limit the number of vehicles an 
individual can park on a city 


street. However, that approach’ 


had been soundly rejected by 
council when he suggested it sev- 
eral years ago, he noted. 

It is possible, Manzi said, that 
legislative changes have occurred 
in the past few years that would 
give the city more options. He 
will research the issue and report 
back to council. 


Roosevelt Center Concerns 


Sue Krofchik, of Northway, 
asked for new signs at Roosevelt 
Center reinforcing the one-way 
restrictions. She reported numer- 
ous encounters with drivers going 
the wrong way down one-way 
aisles and suggested that painting 
“ONE WAY” with a directional 
arrow directly on the pavement 
would reduce this problem. City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin 
noted that the Advisory Planning 
Board is examining Roosevelt 
Center signage. He said that he 
will look to see if there are no- 
ticeable gaps in the markings. 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 


reminded McLaughlin that the 


city manager has the authority to 
install signs. 

Roberts also reported two citi- 
zen complaints of incidents of 
public consumption of alcohol at

D.A.R.E. Grows with Incentives

Through the Drug Abuse Re- 
sistance Education program 
(D.A.R.E.), the Greenbelt Police 
Department has continued to 
teach children about drugs, alco- 
hol and other pressures that are 
placed on them. The program has 
recently been upgraded to inform 
children of other negative influ- 
ences as well, 

The D.A.R.E. program is con- 
ducted in the second, fourth, and 
sixth grade classrooms. The sec- 
ond grade program lasts four 
weeks: the fourth grade program, 
five weeks and the sixth grade 
program, 17 weeks. 

The expanded program is de- 
signed to teach children about the 
importance of support systems, 
decision making and selecting ap- 
propriate choices when they are 
exposed to drugs, tobacco, alco- 
hol, vandalism and violence, said 
Crime Prevention, Communica- 
tions Relations and Media Infor- 
mation Officer George Mathews. 

“A high level of participation 
in the classroom is stressed by 
the officers who lead the stu- 
dents,” said Mathews. The offic- 
ers and students get to know each 


other on a personal basis. 

“The activities have to involve 
kids. They can’t just sit on their 
hands,” said Mathews. “The 
vast majority love it. If I 
couldn’t make it fun, I wouldn’t 
do it because I’d get bored with 
it.” 

Students are given incentives 
such as pens, pencils and stickers 
when they join in the activities. , 

After the D.A.R.E. program is 
completed, a D.A.R.E. culmina- 
tion ceremony is held for those 
students who have participated, 
completed their workbooks and 
written D.A.R.E. essays. Each 
student then receives a tee-shirt 
and refreshments. The D.A.R.E. 
essays are also submitted to a 
contest which results in a grand 
prize for the winner. 

Last year Bill Breedlove of 
Hughes STX Corporation helped 
obtain two computers to donate 
to the grand prize winners, one 
from Greenbelt Elementary and 
one from Springhill Lake El- 
ementary schools. Cpl. Robert 
Keller, owner of K & K Com- 
puters, loaded the software and 
upgraded them. 

“Parental involvement has 
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usually been present but is always 
in demand,” said Mathews. 

“You hope something covered 
in D.A.R.E. is reinforced at 
home,” he added. 

Besides the D.A.R.E. program, 

the Greenbelt Police Department 
is in the process of constructing a 
program outside the school de- 
signed to show children the 
events involved with being a po- 
lice officer. It is similar to the 
Citizens Academy, a current pro- 
gram geared for adults. ) 
_ The police department also of- 
fers community service opportuni- 
ties for children to complete in 
order to graduate from high 
school. Filing and administrative 
services are some options for the 
students. . 

“Tt also gives them an idea of 
the workings of the police depart- 
ment,” according to Mathews. 

Mathews said that. the 
D.A.R.E. program has been in ef- 
fect in the county since approxi- 
mately 1988 when it was started 
by Cpl. Dave Buerger. It is con- 
ducted in about 90 percent of the 
countries around the world, on 
military bases and in the world 
wide web pages. 
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Cherrywood Lane Bridge 
Restriped Due to Cracks

The recent remarking of traffic 
lanes on the Cherrywood Lane 


‘bridge over the Capital Beltway 


to provide for only two lanes for 
traffic was not done to provide 
bicycle lanes. Nor was it done 
by the city as part of its lane 
marking program for Cherrywood 
Lane. The work was done by the 
Prince George’s County Depart- 
ment of Public Works and Trans- 
portation (DPW&T) as a precau- 
tionary measure to reduce the 
traffic load upon the bridge until 
such time as engineering inspec- 
tions can determine the cause and 
seriousness of cracks found in the 
bridge structure. 

According to Edward Binseel, 
Associate Director of the Office 
of Project Management, a recent 
inspection by the county of the 
four-lane bridge revealed cracks 
in the structure’s outer lanes. 
“Cracks were found where we 
did not expect to find some,” he 
said, adding “By design, cracks 
should not be there.” Three en- 
gineering firms are assessing 
whether there is a construction 
related problem and whether cor- 
rective action will be required. 

Precautions | 

Until an assessment is com- 
plete, the DPW&T has taken pre- 
cautions by removing vehicular 
traffic from the affected lanes. 
This has been done by restriping 
the surface so as to narrow the 
roadway to one lane in either di- 
rection on the bridge, leaving six 
foot strips along either side not to 
be used for traffic. Signs are 
posted on both sides of the 
bridge to direct drivers to merge 
into an inner lane. Bicyclists are 
not permitted on the six foot 
outer lanes, Binseel said. 

Greenbelt Director of Public 
Works Carl Hirsch speculated that 
the assessment would involve re- 
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viewing the original plans to de- 
termine whether the bridge met 
the design criteria, and whether 
there were any field modifica- 
tions. The amount of steel in the 
structure wings is another area he 
felt would be studied. 

The county has responsibility 
for the Cherrywood Lane bridge 
structure, including conducting 
inspections. Greenbelt is respon- 
sible for maintenance of the 
structure’s sidewalk and road sur- 
face. The city also is responsible 
for maintaining the street on both 
sides of the bridge. According to 
Binseel, negotiations are under 
way to turn the bridge responsi- 
bilities over to the State Highway 
Administration. 

Bike Lanes 

Plans for striping Cherrywood 
Lane for bicycle lanes from 
Edmonston Road (Kenilworth 
Ave.) to Breezewood Drive are 
progressing, Hirsch said. In late 
July, the city council had ap- 
proved a test project of remarking 
the street to provide a median 
area for future landscaping, bi- 
cycle lanes in both directions and 
single-lanes for automotive traffic. 


__ Parking. on. the street would be 


banned except for the east side of 
the street adjacent to Springhill 
Lake. 

Efforts to contract out the 
work failed, Hirsch said, when 
the city received no responses to 
its advertisement for bids for the 
striping job. The city is now ne- 
gotiating with the county to stripe 
the straight lines on the street, 
utilizing the DPW&T’s more so- 
phisticated equipment. The city 


-would do the other markings 


needed. This will be a cost sav- 
ings measure for the city, Hirsch 
noted, In the meantime, he said, 
city crews are “erasing” the old 
lane markings on Cherrywood 
Lane. 


Chevy Chase Bank Aids 
Greenbelt Middle School

When Chevy Chase bank do- 
nated nearly 250 calculators to 
the Greenbelt Middle School for 
its math function test last April, 
few could have imagined how 
much more involvement there 
would be between the school and 
the bank. However, in a cer- 
emony before a full auditorium 
on November 14, Chevy Case 
bank donated $10,000 to 
Greenbelt Middle School. 

“We were very impressed with 
the school,” said Margaret 
Hatton, director of special 
projects at the bank. Hatton said 
that the bank hopes to seek active 
school involvement and looks for- 
ward to funding many projects 
for it., 

According to Wayne Davis, a 
guidance counselor and “corpo- 
rate partnership liaison” for the 
middle school, the involvement 
between the bank and the school 
first began last year, when a 


county-wide effort was made to 
foster interaction between corpo- 
rations and schools. 

“We feel honored that they are . 
doing this,” said Dr. Richmond 
Myrick, Jr., principal of the 
middle school, “...we are very 
proud that we have been chosen.” 

According to Davis, the school 
will, if all goes well, receive con- 
siderable funding for a number of 
programs - a string ensemble, a 
student government association, 
and a French Immersion program. - 

Another program, the publish- 
ing of a school newspaper, has 
already produced its first issue in 
honor of the participation of the 
bank. 

In addition, the bank plans to 
provide free savings accounts for 
the students, and display a Giant 
Foods receipt box in its bank, to 
help provide further funds for the 
school. The bank also plans to 
hold dinners for the R.O.T.C.

TRIM Causes Curry 
To Take New Steps 


As a consequence of the 
recent vote rejecting the re- 
peal of’ TRIM, Prince 
George's County Executive 
Wayne K. Curry announced 
the establishment of several 
initiatives he will be imple- 
menting: : 

Curry plans to establish a 
Board of Revenue Estimates. 
This Board will advise the 
County on available resources 
for the coming fiscal year. 
The names of persons to be 
appointed to the board will be 
transmitted to the County 
Council for confirmation. 

Curry will withdraw his 
legislative request for author- 
ity for a telephone tax. In 
withdrawing this request, 
Curry said “Instead I will 
concentrate my efforts on 
other avenues and ways to 
create revenue and/or services 
for what I think are very im- 
portant to the survival of our 
community.” 

To shield the County from 
future economic shifts and act 
as an insurance policy to help 
preserve the County’s Bond 
Rating, Curry proposes to es- 
tablish a new Emergency 
‘Fund, in addition, to, the 
‘County’s current Contingency 


“Reserve Fund, which 1§. Manx, » 


‘dated by law. 

Curry intends to be even 
ymore aggressive and to re- 
‘double his efforts to bring 
more businesses to Prince 
George's County. To this end 
he will order a major restruc- 
turing of the County’s Eco- 
nomic Development functions 
and programs. 

Curry’s last initiative will 
be to reduce the original re- 
quest for school construction 
funds from $36 million to $20 
million. This will ensure that 
the County is able to provide 
the matching funds and oper- 
ating costs associated with the 
funding request. 


Citizen Input Urged 








The City of Greenbelt can be 
proud of its current recycling 
program under Jennifer Foley. 
Prince George’s County and its 
other municipalities are compil- 
ing an enviable record also. 

However, even a shock-hard- 
ened TRIM supporter like my- 
self was amazed that School 
Superintendent Jerome Clark 
and his coterie of advisors had 
started a People Recycling Pro- 
gram by hiring three recently 
retired members of the Board 
of Education as consultants, 
namely Marcy Canavan, 
Frederick Hutchinson and Alvin 
Thornton, at salaries respec- 
tively of $45,700, $61,000 and 
$20,000. Some may call this a 
conflict of interest problem; 
others a question of ethics. I 
call this recycling with no ben- 
efit to teachers or children. 

The question was not the 
competence or ability of these 
three “new” hires nor his legal 
right to employ them, but as 
Mathina Carkci of the Journal 
reports this was accomplished 
without any sign of competitive 
evaluation of the candidates for 
appointment. In the opinion of 
many civic association leaders, 
this county could use in this 
agency an infusion of new tal- 


ent, fresh ideas and lack of ob-— 


ligation to local bureaucrats. 
So what to do about these 
discouraging developments? 
The County Council is ad- 
dressing the question of ethics. 
Calling your elected school 
board member would, T think, 
be the right approach. I did - 
with results and cooperation. 
The kettle is whistling on 
the Board of Education stove! 
Activists want to know how 
many consultants are annually 
hired by the Board and Super- 
intendent. How many months 
will that take?

“Dress Down!” 
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Cookbook From Terezin 
Ghetto Now Published 


by Muriel Weidenfeld 

David Stern has lived in 
Greenbelt with his wife and 
children since 1961. How- 
ever, his life began in 
Czechoslovakia in 1931. In a 
country whose leader admired 
democracy and tried to emu- 
late the United States, it 
would have been hard to 
imagine that by 1939 the Na- 
zis would take over the gov- 
ernment. 

Aware of the Nazi plan to 
get rid of all Jews, the Jewish 
residents realized the need to 
leave. David's mother, Anny, 
in fact, worked for the Zionist 
emigration office that tried to 
get Jews out, to what was 
then British Palestine. His 
father, George, was able to 
get to Trieste and then to Pal- 
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estine. Anny and David got 
out in 1939. They were 
among the last people to get 
out. 

In Czechoslovakia, all Jews 
remaining were forced into a 


ghetto, a walled fortress 
called Terezin 
(Theresienstadt). Built 200 


years ago with barracks for 
12,000 soldiers, it was now 
crammed with 60,000 people, 
both adults and children. 
Living conditions were ter- 
rible. There was never 
enough food. There was no 
room to lie down to sleep. 
The boxcars loaded with those 
who thought they were being 
taken to be resettled in “the 
East” were actually headed 
for the concentration camps 
and gas chambers. of

Auschwitz. 

Among those remaining in 
Terezin was David Stern’s ma- 
ternal grandmother, Wilhelmina 
(Mina) Pachter. She had not 
wanted to leave, believing that 
at her age (70) and with the 
service she had given to her 
country, she would not be 
harmed. 

In the early days of the 
Terezin ghetto, its inhabitants 
set up schools for the children, 
produced plays and music. 
Mina Pachter lectured on art 
history. She also decided to 
start a cookbook. She and sevy- 
eral other women discussed and 
debated all the good dishes 
from the good old days. The 
recipes, containing the richest 
and finest of ingredients, were 
handwritten on scraps of paper 
which were hand sewn into a 
book. 

In 1944, on Yom Kippur, the 
Day of Atonement, Mina 
Pachter died of starvation. Be- 
fore her death, she entrusted the 
cookbook to a friend to deliver 
to her daughter, Anny Stern. A 
quarter of a century later, the 
package finally reached Anny 
and her husband, George Stern, 
who had moved to New York. 

Anny held on to the book 
for many years before deciding 
to publish it. Translated by 
Bianca Brown, herself a survi- 
vor of Theresienstadt, and ed- 
ited by Cara De Silva, the book 
is called “In Memory’s Kitchen: 


A Legacy from the Women of 


Terezin.” 

The book contains a fore- 
word by Michael Berenbaum, 
Director of the United States 
Holocaust Research Institute, 
photographs and drawings of 
life in Terezin, David Stern's 
translations of his 
grandmother’s poems from 
Terezin and the more than 70 
recipes in the original German 
accompanied by the English 
translations. Also included are 
reproductions of pages in the 
Original hand-written book. 

“In Memory’s Kitchen,” pub- 
lished by Jason Aronson in Au- 
gust, 1s already in its fourth 
printing. It is an important 
book on many levels. As a 
cookbook it offers recipes not 
familiar to modern-day cooks. 
As a historical recollection, it 
offers first-hand facts not 
known previously. But most 
importantly, it is a tribute to the

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A Review

There was some of the fa- 
miliar and some of the unfa- 
miliar in the St. Andrews pro- 
gram at the Greenbelt Arts 
Center (GAC) on November 
23. It is always a delight to 
hear the fiddling and singing. 
Each time we attend GAC’s 
Celtic program we expect more 
of what we’ve heard before. 
In a way we get it, but there is 
always something different, 
something unique and we find 
an interesting, entertaining pro- 
gram once again. We thought 
this last program was more 
lively than the one before. 

This time we were treated 
to some lovely Christmas car- 
ols. Some were sung in the 
Gaelic language. But always 
they were explained or trans- 
lated first, so that the audience 
could feel and understand the 
mood of each. Others were 
played on instruments. 

Of added interest to us from 
Prince George’s County were 
songs of Celtic origin which 
had been played in early An- 
napolis. This seemed :so fitting 
in this our tricentennial year. 

The singers and players 
have begun to seem like 
friends to us. We looked for- 
ward to each. 

Mac-Talla, the Scottish 
Gaelic singers sang and recited 
mostly in the Gaelic language. 
Some of their accompanying 
instruments were strange to us. 
We were particularly intrigued 
by bells in the form of a 
Christmas tree, so fitting for 
the carols that were sung. Not 
all of their songs were carols 
of course. Some were working 
songs, some we thought we 
had heard before and we had. 
They were even more beautiful 
this time. 

The Homespun Ceilidh 
Band was just as the ad had 
declared, a big band playing 
lively music from the Celtic 
lands. This group with their 
Renaissance instruments 
showed their enjoyment in 
their faces and actions as they 
played. One young man was 
playing with such rhythm and 
gusto that his instrument went 
up over his head. Undaunted, 
he continued playing and fi- 


nally the instrument righted it-. 


self. Some of their old instru- 
ments such as the viola da 
‘gamba and hammered dulcimer 
were new to many. 

A. smaller group, Skye 
Gathering, played Celtic music 
with fiddle, harp, cello, drum 
and voice. Because the group 
was small we were able to 
make out each instrument. We 
were especially glad to hear 
the clear, smooth sound of the 

Celtic harp. We'd like to hear 
more of that. 

Conducting the program was 
Greenbelt’s own John Ward. 
He and Trix Whitehall belong 
to all three groups. John 
fiddled all evening and never 
seemed to run out of steam. It 
was John who also explained 
the music and opened our eyes 
to the different kinds of music 
played in Scotland, Ireland, 
Brittany, Nova Scotia and the 
Isle of Man. Maybe some 
Welsh next time? 

Trix played the Celtic drum, 
the bodhran. She also gave us, 
as expected, another song of

infidelity revenged. Of course, 
she sang other songs, too, in 
her high, clear voice. We en- 
joyed them all. 

An added attraction was the 
combination of story-telling 
and music. Jan Brenner told 
of the superstitions and fears 
that ancient people had at the 
end of the year when there 
was very little daylight. This 
came to a climax with boom- 
ing drums and other instru- 
ments. Darkened lights helped 
to create the fearful mood. 

No Celtic program is com- 
plete without toe tapping fid- 
dling. Interspersed in the rest 
of the program, this sort of 
fiddling was obviously the 
audience’s favorite. They 
swayed, they tapped toes, 
clapped hands, and yelled. 
When the main program 
ended, the audience didn’t 
want to stop. They clapped 
until their hands were sore 
for another and yet another 
encore to be played. Finally 
the performers had to stop, 
even though the audience 
tried hard to get them to play 
one more tune. In fact we 
were thirsting for more, and 
then we heard the good news 
that there would be another 
Celtic program in the spring. 
We'd like to hear all three 
groups again and we'll never 
get tired of this magic fid- 
dling.

Debit Cards Offer Convenience at a Cost 


Many area banks. now offer 
consumers the option of using a 
debit card to pay for purchases. 
The cards are convenient, but 
consumers should know the costs 
and the risks, according to Attor- 
ney General J. Joseph Curran 
Jr.’s latest issue of the monthly 
publication, Tips for Tough 
Times. 

Some banks are sending re- 
placement ATM cards that 
double as debit cards. Since the 
cards often bear the Visa or 
MasterCard logo, consumers 
might be confused about what 
the card is and how it works. 
Beware: this is not a credit card. 
The plastic cards look like credit 
cards but work like a check, deb- 
iting the amount of the purchase 


from the customer’s checking ac- 
count. 

The cards can be used on-line 
or off-line. In on-line transac- 
tions, the consumer must supply 
an access code. In off-line trans- 
actions, no code is required and 
the customer signs a receipt just 
like a credit card transaction. 

Off-line transactions provide an 
opportunity for fraud because a 
crook could use the card to empty 
out a consumer’s checking ac- 
count, Curran wams. The amount 
of money that can be stolen from 
the consumer is higher with a 
debit card than with a credit card, 
If a credit card is stolen, the maxi- 
mum amount the consumer would 
have to pay for unauthorized 
charges is $50 per card.

The first formal reading of 
the 1997 Greenbelt Homes 
Inc.(GHI) Budget took place 
at the November 21 meeting 
of the GHI board of directors. 
There had been substantial 
discussion at the previous 
meeting on November 7 ( and 
reported in the November 14 
News Review), but there was 
little discussion of the budget 
at this meeting. There was 
additional discussion of the 

Ivy issue and a request for 
Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School (ERHS) students to 
earn community activity cred- 
its on GHI projects. The 
policy for GDC garage rentals 
on Parkway was also decided. 

Budget 
The GHI 1997 budget pro- 
vides for an increase in total 
charges of 3.5%. The in- 
crease translates into an aver- 
age increase of 3.2% for 
frame homes, 3.9% for ma- 
sonry homes, and 4.1% for 

the larger homes, 

. The budget includes an ad- 
ditional $50,000 to be put 
into the replacement reserves. 
One board member, Nat 
Shinderman, opposed the ad- 
dition. at the current time. 
Shinderman indicated that he 
felt the increase in the re- 
placement. reserves should be 
made at the time that a net 
decrease in member charges 
can be effected. This could 
be accomplished in 2000 
when the HUD rehabilitation 
loan will be paid in full and/ 
or in 2003 when the National 
Consumer Cooperative. Bank 
loan will. be paid. The other 
board members did not agree 
and the replacement reserve 
budget item stands. 

Ivy 

The removal of ivy from 
homes has been a frequent 
topic. Some members have 
had their ivy removed as part 
of the yard inspection pro- 
gram and others still desire to 
keep the ivy. The board had 
asked the Architecture and 
Environment Committee to re- 
view and possibly suggest 
changes to the policy. The 
committee recommended that 
“the Board of Directors.. 
grant special exceptions for 
ivy and/or climbing vines 
with the proviso that the 
member abides by the State- 
ment of Responsibility.” The 
Statement would be a signed 
statement; however board 
members were not certain that 
the signed statement would be 
enforceable. The topic was 
tabled until GHI gets an opin- 
ion from its attorneys. 

Community Service 

Natalie Arnold, a student at 
ERHS, addressed -the board 
regarding the need for high 
school seniors to complete 36 
hours of community service. 
Arnold asked the board to 
consider letting seniors do

The 
board was interested in this 
issue and will identify com- 
munity service activities that 
meet the requirements of the 
school system. 

Parkway Garages 

The Greenbelt Development 
Corporation (GDC), a subsid- 
iary of GHI, met also. The 
1997 budget was approved. It 
was noted that while gross 
rental income continues to be 
ahead of budgeted figures, the 
net total income for the third 
quarter is down $1,500 due to 
an overly large vacancy loss. 

A revised rental garage 
policy for the GDC apartment 
garages was discussed and ac- 
cepted. GDC tenants housing 
a vehicle have first priority 
whenever fewer than ten ga- 
rages are rented by GDC ten- 
ants. GDC tenants and GHI 
members housing a vehicle 
have second priority. The 
third priority goes to non- 
GDC Parkway Road residents 
storing a vehicle. GHI ten- 
ants housing a vehicle have 
fourth priority. 

Second garages for GDC 
tenants and GHI members 
housing a vehicle have fifth 
priority. 

Second garages for non- 
GDC Parkway Road residents 
storing a vehicle have sixth 
priority. The seventh priority 
goes to non-vehicle storage.

fractional parts of a cord. 

“Many terms commonly used 
in selling firewood are meaning- 
less. Such terms as truckload, arm 
full, face cord, rack or pile should 
immediately arouse suspicions of 
the customer. They are all illegal 
under Maryland law,” Riley said. 

A cord, on the other hand, has 
a precise legal definition. It is 
the amount of wood that is con- 
tained in a space of 128 cubic 
feet, when the wood is ranked 
and well stowed. Ranked and 
well stowed means that the pieces 
of wood are placed in a line or 
row, with individual pieces touch- 
ing and parallel to each other and 


_ stacked in a compact manner. 


Cubic feet is calculated by multi- 
plying the width of the stack by 
its height by its length. 
According to Lou Straub, chief 
of Weights and Measures, it is 
important that when the consumer 
accepts bulk delivery of firewood, 
the order comes with a delivery 
ticket. The law requires that all 
bulk sales of firewood have a de- 
livery ticket containing the 
vendor’s name and address, the 
quantity of wood delivered, the 
cost of the wood, the type of the 
wood, a signature of the person 
who determined the quantity of 
the wood delivered and the li- 
cense number that identifies the 


vehicle that transported the wood,

Student Workers Get 


State Tax Break 

According to Maryland State 
Comptroller Louis L. Goldstein, 
students and other part-time 
workers who expect to have 
less than $6,550 in income dur- 
ing 1996 can be exempt from 
having Maryland income tax 
withheld from their paychecks 
by properly completing Mary- 
land withholding Form 507. 
High school counselors and col- 
lege placement personnel will 
be provided with forms and 
information that students can 
take directly to their employers. 
Students merely complete some 
personal information, leaving 
employers with no further pa- 
perwork in most cases. 

Both large and small _busi- 
nesses who hire students for part- 
time work or other seasonal help 
may benefit from being aware of 
this tax policy. A minimum 
wage employee can work about 
1,300 hours or 167 eight-hour 
work days before earning the 
$6,550 minimum filing amount.

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EPA Lead Paint Rule 
Affects Home Sales 


The U.S. Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency is reminding the 
general public and industry that 
the recently released lead paint 
disclosure rule will affect all 
real estate sales and rentals, 
with few exceptions, as of Fri- 
day, December 6, 1996. The 
principal purpose of the rule is 
to warn the public of lead poi- 
soning hazards, so they can 
take actions to prevent their 
children and other family mem- 
bers from becoming victims of 
this disease, 

Effective December 6, 1996, 
before a sales contract or rental 
agreement is finalized, the fol- 
lowing steps are required: 

- Sellers and landlords must 
disclose known lead-based paint 
and lead-based paint hazards 
and give available reports to 
buyers or new and renewing- 
renters. 7 

- Sellers and landlords must 
give buyers and renters the 
pamphlet, Protect Your Family 
From Lead in Your Home. 

- Home buyers have 10 days 
to conduct a lead-paint inspec- 
tion at their own expense. 

- Sales contracts and leasing 
agreements must include certain 
notification and disclosure lan- 
guage. Sellers, lessors and real 
estate agents share joint respon- 
sibility to ensure compliance 
with this rule.
